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As we tremble sat the eects outcome of the match 
against New Zealand on Saturday, let us remember that 
Australia never has had a better chance to qualify for the 








World Cup finals. 


If we overcome the Oceania hurdle, we will 
face a much easier final stage than in 1977, 
1973, 1969 or even 1965 when we were badly 
prepared and when North Korea was a 
formidable opponent 


Our three competitors in the Asian play-offs 
would be Kuwait, China and Saudi Arabia. 


Old rival Israel is no longer part of Asia and 
is giving Scotland and the others a hell of a 
time in its European qualifying group. 


Iran pulled out due to political 
considerations and Iraq sent a weakened team 
to its qualifying series because of Army 
commitments by its players, resulting in 
defeat to the group winner, Saudi Arabia. 

Kuwait will be the strongest team in the 
play-offs. It thrashed Malaysia 4-0, Thailand 
6-0 and South Korea 2-0 to advance to the final 
Stage, and in the 1977 qualifying series it beat 
Australia 2-1 in Sydney and 1-0 at home. 


China is not up to our standard, so if we win 
the Oceania group, we should go on to the 
finals in Spain next year. 

After all, we need do no more than finish 
second to Kuwait, as the top two will qualify. 

But to get to the play-offs we must of course 
beat New Zealand at the Sydney Cricket 
Ground on Saturday and Indonesia at Olympic 
Park on Wednesday night. 

The NZFA took a calculated gamble in 
agreeing to play away matches on our tour, 
right after the first match against Australia in 
Auckland. 

The 3-3 draw with the Socceroos gave the 
Kiwis the motivation they needed against Fiji, 
Taiwan and Indonesia, and if they arrive here

Then they can go home to concentrate on 
scoring as many goals as possible in the 
remaining games. 

But if New Zealand fared badly against 
Indonesia on Monday (result not at hand when 
we went to Press) and if some of its players 
are injured, Australia will have a decided 
advantage.

New Zealand is a much more settled team 
than Australia. We may have the better 
individuals but New Zealand is much better as 
a unit because it has not made a quarter of the 
changes that the Socceroos have had to 
contend with. 

We must attack on Saturday to win, yet we 
do not have an attacking team. 

However, when the chips are down, we 
always see the best from the Australian 
players. Conscience and dignity, moreso than 
tactical instruction, drives them to new 
heights of achievement.

The “‘anti-ethnic’’ witch-hunt dismays Tony Kovac as it 
dismays most of his contemporaries who saw Australian 
soccer boom during the migration period of the fifties and 


sixties. 


He recalls how immigrants from Europe dragged soccer off 
the back paddocks where it had been hibernating for half a 
century, and mould it into a sport that commanded crowds as 


high as 23,000 at State League matches. 


And he wonders who -the 
soccer federations are doing 
their best ta get back to the 


pre-migration days. Mr 
Kovac, 60, is one of the 
foremost administrators 


Australian soccer has had. 

He first became involved 
with Footscray JUST in 1953 
and is still on the club’s 
committee. He was president 
for 17 years — one of the 
longest-serving club bosses in 
the game 

He was chairman of the 
Victorian State League for two 
terms, chairman of the VSF in 
1976, an ASF _ executive 
member for two terms and is a 
life member of the VSF. 

And he was one of six men 
who founded the Victorian 
Soccer Federation in a break- 
away from the Victorian 
Amateur Soccer Football 
Association (VASFA) in 1961 

‘The Associaiton at State 
and national levels was old and 
asleep to the needs of the 
growing game,"’ Mr. Kovac 
said this week 

“The big new clubs 
representing European 
interests began a revolt all 
over Australia, resuiting in 
new federations being formed 
nationally and in the States 

“Some of the leading lights 
involves included Andy Kuhn, 
Nino Borsari, John D'Andrea, 
Theo Marmaras, Lou Debono, 
Jim Bayutti, Dr Henry 
Seamonds and Alex Pongrass 

‘We were all full of life and 
we all had one ambition — to 
push the game to the 
maximum 

“Attendances from about 
1961 to 1964 were unbelievable. 
The Victorian match of the 
week, on a Sunday, drew 
between 10,000 and 23,000 
people. Even on Saturdays we 
were getting regular 6000 
crowds, 

‘*Greeks, 
Yugoslavs, Maltese, 
Hungarians, Ukrainians, 
Germans, Dutch — we were

all one happy family, working 
in a sport that gave us all 
pleasure 

“Each national group had a 
club formed by that group to 
represent that group, but 
gradually these clubs decided 
also to adopt district names in 
order to get help from local 
councils 

“JUST was first, adopting 
the name Footscray and thus 
calling itself Footscray JUST 
There was not any talk, 
however, of abandoning our 
true names " 

Mr Kovac said that since the 
boom days of the sixties he had 
not seen much improvement in 
Australian soccer 

“Sure there are a lot more 
clubs, but what are we aiming 
at — quality or quantity?”’ he 
asked 

“We are introducing new 
gimmicks from month to 
month, like the marketing 
department for example. I'm 
wailing to see what they've 
done. I hope the money we've 
spent on them gives us some 
return, otherwise we'll have 
another embarrassing flop on 
our hands 

‘I was surprised that one of 
the first tasks undertaken by 
the marketing people was to 
give the PSL clubs new nick- 
names and attempt to kill off 






any remaining traces of the 
original names. 

“*No-one can convince me 
that new names will help 
soccer to be sold to 
Australians. 

“Al it does is confuse 
people. 

“If the game is to be 
popularised, the best salesmen 
are the people of the clubs 
themselves. They are the ones 
who should be selling the game 
to their own supporters, and to 
potential supporters in their 
region. 

“All we should concentrate 
on is improving our facilities 
and playing good soccer to 
attract the public and gain 
exposure in the media. 

“We don’t have to get rid of 
ethnic names. 

‘*We are all ethnic and at the 
same time we are ail 
Australian because we live in 
this country. All the British 
people, and the people of 
British background, are ethnic 
as well 

“If most of us are ethnic, 
why should we scrap ethnic 
names? 

“Soccer is an international 
Sport and Australia is an 
international village. 

“*I hope our soccer leaders 
Study this issue much more 
deeply If they do, I'm sure 
that they will find that what 
they are doing is not very 
brilliant 

“The reason we have soccer 
as a major sport in this 
country is because so many 
people from overseas fought 
hard to build it up over the 
past 30 years 

“The clubs have particular 
identities of which they are 
justifiably proud At the same 
time, those clubs are 
Australian 

““You will not make me a 
better Australian by forcing 
me to change my name from 
Tony Kovac to Anthony 
Smith.”

Alex Pongrass was 
relaxed and ex- 
pansive when I met 
him in his office in his 
factory at Alexandria 
in Sydney. 


Yes, he was pleased with the 
progress of the team under 
Frank Arok and St George 
would become one of the 
nation’s top sides and the club 
would be back to its former 
pre-eminent position.

However here he was again 
saying that half the clubs were 
broke, that his own club had 
lost $260,000 last year trying to 
stave off relegation, that the 
league would have to be split 
in two halves, north and south 
with the top four sides from 
each region playing-off at the 
end of the year. 

This also was not a new 
theme. 

I had heard it coming out of 
Adelaide for some time. 

Most recent was. from the 
pen of top Adelaide scribe Tom 
McKain. 

I respect McKain highly asa 
journalist, indeed he used to 
““phost’’ a column for me when 
I was in Adelaide and a highiy 
professional job he made of it 

However, I believe he and 
others, including Alex Pong- 
rass, are completely mis- 
guided in advocating the dilu- 
ting of the Philips league. 

Although it 1s true to say 
that no Philips league team 
today is more skilful than say 
Sydney Hakoah, St George or 
APIA of old, the general stan- 
dard of top soccer in the coun- 
try has risen considerably 
since the advent of the league 

The level of professionalism 
has also increased markedly, 
esepcially in Adelaide, Mel- 
bourne or Brisbane 

The Philips league has also 
enabled us to have three spe- 
cialist national soccer news- 
papers where previously there 
was only one 

New levels of aspiration 
have risen for players, 
coaches and administrators as 
a result of the league 

If we revert to regional and 
suburban soccer, standards 
will drop and they will not rise 
again. 

As I stated last week the 
Philips League has given us 
the vehicle to lift our stan- 
dards eventually to those of 
second status soccer coun- 
tries 

So called regional soccer, 
which is virtually suburban 
soccer, will eventually drop us 
back to a fifth status country 

Pongrass said to me that 
there was no alternative, that 
without money the clubs could 


not go on. 

But in fact there is money 
available to clubs, through 
sponsors, social clubs and 
other means 

The problem is they are 


spending too much. mainly on 
players 

1 nave made this statement 
beore, but J will repeat it 

The greatest area for cost 
cutting in our professional 
soccer clubs is with the play 
ing and coaching staff 

The money being paid some 
players and coaches is ridicu- 
lous 

Sydney Olympic's Tom 
Dockerty has written that he is 
being paid more money with 
Olympic than in his hey-day 
with Manchester United 

This to coach a team which 
he claimed was little better in 
standard than an English pub 
side 

The waste of money on full 
time coaches I have already 
commented on. However what 
about the $15,000 signing of 
fees now being paid to some 
players, 





the last of their ‘‘away’’ World

There seems no way that 
they will be 100 per cent after 
their trip through the east and 
because of this they must be 
pressured at all times. The 
wide open spaces of the SCG 
must be used to Australia’s ad- 
vantage.

Hard up APIA has one such 
player on its books.

Recently my club team, 
Wollongong United played a 
friendly against Croatia which 
plays in the NSW State league. 

When | enquiried regarding 
signing a couple of their 
players I was informed that 
they received $200 per week 
match fees, plus signing on

Yet that team only trains 
three times a week, the same 
as my players, as do most 
Philips League teams after the 
basic training period is com- 
pleted. 

My players get $50 for a win, 
nothing for a loss, only $15 for 


* 
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a draw, with no signing-on- 
fees, yet gates as big as some 
Philips League sides. 

I consider we are only a-one 
goal inferior side to Croatia. 

Indeed we beat them in last 
year's NSW Ampol Cup com- 
petition. 

Croatia, with its ridiculous 
high wages and a full time 
coach on an inflated salary is 
literally throwing money 
away, just as are most of our 
Philips League clubs. 

The British players 
currently coming into the 
country from lowly profes- 
sional sides have never earned 
50 much money as they do 
here, especially if you include 
their wages in their earnings. 

They, and most of the 
players currently playing, 
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their defensive lapses in the 
Auckland clash, everyone in 
Australia with the real inter- 
ests of soccer at heart will be 
behind the Socceroos 100 per 
cent on Saturday. 

For I am confident if this 
game is won, Spain will be 
reached. 

This is the key to Australia’s 
qualifying hopes. 

And with such a situation 
prevailing. I think I talk for 
most soccer followers in Aus- 
tralian when | say — good luck 
Sooceroos. 

You can do it. you will do it

THE very identity of these 
Paris rivals underlines the 
swing in Europe’s football 
power game over the last 25 
years.
